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Baxter Bryan Dies 
Suddenly Of Heart 
Ailment Friday 


A pall of sadness was cast 
over the town of Elba Friday 
morning when it was learned 
that Baxter Bryan had died at 
his home on Brantley Road. 
Although he had suffered from 
heart disease for several years, 
he had gone about his regular 
activities and had slept well 
the night before his death. 
After he had eaten his usual 
breakfast Friday morning, he 
went to his car and supposedly 
left to attend to business in 
town. He returned to his home 
and died in the yard beside 
his car. 


Mr. Bryan, age 65, was a 
native and life-long resident 
of Coffee County. He was born 
and grew to young manhood 
in the Newbia community.

In his young manhood, Mr. 
Bryan wag engaged in farm- 
ing and taught school in his 
home community.

In the early 30’s he moved 
to Elba and was connected 
with an Oil Service here a 
time before becoming 
an oil agent for this area. He 
was one of the organizers and 
first stockholders of the Elba 
Exchange Bank.

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Coffee County © 
Receives $127, 
700 For Bridge 


Construction: 


State Highway Director Sam 
Engelhardt has revealed an 
extensive bridge construction 
program on various local roads 
in Coffee County. The total 
estimated cost of the six dif- 
ferent projects is $127,700. 

Engelhardt pointed out that 
this construction is designed 
to update the Coffee County 
road system to meet today’s 
heavy traffic demands in this 
growing southeast Alabama 
county. 

The contracts for all six pro- 
jects have been awarded to 
J. E. Henderson, Eutaw, and 
construction is expected to be- 
gin shortiy. One contract was 
awarded under the state-aid to 
county program and five are 
under the federal-aid program. 

Agreements for the con- 
struction were made between 
Governor John Patterson and 
Engelhardt and Coffee County 
officials. The state and the 
county will meet on a 50-50 
basis all costs not covered by 
federal - aid funds. 

The largest single project 
calls for the construction of 
a bridge on the county road 
from Lee via Big Creek to the 
Elba - Troy highway. This road 
is known locally as the Drexel 
Cook Road. Total cost for the 
0.058 - mile bridge is estimated 
at $47,700. Also to be construc- 
ted is a $10,000 culvert. 

Another big project is the 
construction of bridge culverts 
on a county road from Elba 
northwest to the Opp - Brantley 
highway at Pine Level. Esti- 
mated cost of this construction 
is $25,400. 

An estimated $19,800 pro- 
ject for the construction of 
bridge culverts is scheduled 
on the county road from the 
stockyards at Elba’s western 
city limits southwest to Curtis. 

A 0.014 mile bridge culvert 
costing an estimated $19,600 
will be constructed on the Boy 
Scout Road. This county road 
is from Clintonville via Wes- 
ley Chapel to the Enterprise - 
Ozark highway in the western 
section of the county. 

The smallest project is the 
construction of a bridge cul- 
vert on the county road from 
Basin Schoo! via Brookland to 
the Covington County line.

Veteran’s 


“Nearly 2,300 Alabama 
peacetime veterans who incur- 
red service-connected disabili- 
ties during their service may 
benefit under terms of a peace. 
time vocational rehabilitation 
bill which was passed by the 
87th Congress,’ Walter C. 
Head, Jr., Director, Alabama 
Department of Veterans Af- 
fairs, said today. 

This bill extends to these 
peacetime veterans the bene- 
fits of the VA’s wartime re- 
habilitation bill which has al- 
ready provided vocational re- 
habilitation services to 18,000 
disabled Alabama _ veterans. 
The new law provides similar 
vocational rehabilitation train- 
ing for peacetime disabled ve- 
terans as did the bill providing 
training for wartime veterans. 

Veterans entitled to the ben- 
efits are those who sustained 
service-connected disabilities 
while in the Armed Forces 
during the period January 1, 
1947, to June 25, 1950, and 
since February 1, 1955. 

A peacetime veteran with a 
disability of 30% or more can 
qualify, but those veterans 
with disabilities rated less 
than 30% must have a “pro- 
nounced employment handi 
cap” in order to qualify, Head 
pointed out. 

There is no time limit or 
final date for benefits under 
this new law. It is anticipated, 
according to Head, that many 
eligible disabled peacetime ve- 
terans will make application 
for benefits, as it provides as 
much as four vocational rehab- 
ilitation training at Govern- 
ment expense. Maxwell Reeves, 
Veterans Service Officer for 
Coffee County, stated that the 
files in his office, located in 
the courthouse, Elba, Alabama, 
contain a number of files on 
disabled peacetime veterans 
who might have entitlement 
under the law. He added that 
he is prepared to assist those 
desiring to make application 
for such benefit. The office is 
open Monday through Friday, 
from 8 to 5.

QUITE BY choice and not by 
chance, Wiley Stanford Jr., and 
his wife, ‘‘Sis,"" decided that 
here was a “‘natural’’ for a new 
business venture — raising 
quail for commercial purposes. 
Now, a quail farm is nothing 
new — there are many all over 
the country. But the Stanfords 
started out with elevated sights 
and the topmost part of the 
highest pine tree in Wilcox 
County would be dwarfed by 
plans for a veritable bird em- 
pire. 

The Stanfords, after read- 
ing and digesting every pert- 
inent publication available, 


visiting quail farms and talk- | 


ing shop with quail raisers 
and hunters, started their en- 
terprise in February, 1960, 
with 100 pair of Northern 
Bob White Quail. During the 
first year they raised 10,000 
birds; in 1961 they tpereased 


production to 20,000 and by 
the end of the current year 
production should peak better 
than 30,000 of the plump 
birds. 

Next year, to meet commit- 
ments, Stanford must dou- 
ble this year’s production — a 
total of 60,000 birds. 

x * * 

THE NORTHERN Bob White 
quail is the specie used by the 
Stanfords. They are a fairly 
hearty breed and weigh seven 
to eight ounces at maturity 
which is an average of two 
ounces heavier than native 
quail. The quail, a cock and a 
hen, are kept in tiers of apart- 
ment-like cages inside a build- 
ing over 100 feet long. 

The cages are constructed 
so that a pair of birds can- 
not See others in the adjoin- 
ing compartments. Heavy 
drapes are hung between the 
rows of cages so that each 
bird can see only its mate. 
According to Stanford, “If 
they see quail other than 
their own mate, they become 
dissatisfied with their part- 
ner and will not mate.” 

The hens are mated when 
eight months old and average 
laying 225 snow white eggs dur- 
ing their first year as layers 
—an all-time champion of the 
Stanford Quail Farm laid 426 
eggs in 365 days! The secret 
of this ‘maximum effort’ egg 
production is light. Stanford 
uses banks of electric lights 
which provide the birds with 


artificial daylight 14% hours 
each day.

midity reading of 85 per cent 
through the 20th day. 

On the 21st day, the eggs are 


transferred to a hatcher where | 


the humidity is increased to 
9) per cent. This causes the 
egg to retain internal mosture 
which keeps the chicks from 
sticking to their shells. After 
the 23rd day the baby birds 
peck % of the inner circumfer- 
erence of the shell which 
breaks open like an oyster.

AS SOON as the birds hatch, 
fingernail clippers are used to 
debeak the young quail. This 
“manicure” is necessary to 
prevent cannibalism among 


the young birds. When the 


birds are eight weeks old the 
upper beak is again clipped 
and cauterized by a unique 
gadget and is a permanent 
measure which does not have 


to be repeated. 


After hatching and _ initial 
de-beaking the young birds 
are placed in brooders. This 
period in the young quails’ 
life is the most critical and 
the temperature must not be 
too hot or too cold. During 
the first week in the brooder 
a constant temperature of 95 
degrees is maintained. This 
iS reduced five degrees each 
week util a 65-degree read- 
ing is reached in the winter. 


Birds destined for the hunt- 
ing preserve ‘another Stanford 
enterprise) are consigned to 
flight pens. These pens, located 
in an isolated area, are 100 
feet long, 16 feet wide and eight 
feet high.

SCHIZOPHRENIA 


250,000

Schizophrenics ac- 
count for more than half of 
the mentally ill patients who 
more than half of 
the hospital beds in this 
country 

Schizophrenia, also called 
dementia praecox, is mainly 
acondition in younger people 
between the ages of 18 and 
28. The word precocious 
comes from the same Latin 
source aS praecox, 

Schizoid personalities are 
popularly characterized as 
odd, or peculiar, or eccentric; 
and some of them are speci- 
ally gifted. In schizoid indi- 
viduals, sometimes the out- 
standing symptom is a com- 
plete withdrawal from ordin- 
ary interest; and they show 
little or no response, or even 
inappropriate response, to 
other people and to their 
environment. 

The schizophrenic entering 
a state hospital has little 
better than an even chance 
to ever return to society as a 
normally behaving individual 
The percentage of cures has 
been improving as psychiatry 
has developed in recent 
years. If the patient is given 
modern treatment in the early 
stages of his mental illness, 
his prospects are good. Un- 
treated, schizophrenia us- 
ually leads to profound de- 
terioration. 

Next to schizophrenia, the 
most common types among 
the mentally ill who enter 
state hospitals arethe senile 
psychotic, comprising about 
20 percent of patients, and 
alcoholics, accounting for 
ten per cent of the patients. 

Many investigators of sc- 
hizophrenia believe the di- 
sease to be hereditary. A 
means by which this belief 
came about was in the study 
of identical twins. It has 
been confirmed through ex- 
tensive study that if one 
identical twin is located in 
a state hospital suffering 
from schizophrenia, there is 
an 85 per cent chance that 
the other twin will be found 
to suffer from the same dis- 
order. 

Schizophrenia is a major 
health problem and needs all 
possible support for contin- 
ued research as to its cause 
and cure.

Stance fatigue is a type of 
fatigue produced by quiet 
standing. It is similar to 
what is known as sedentary 
fatigue. Persons who sit at 
desks all day and do no 
muscular work to speak of 
suffer a type of fatigue that 
is enervating. They make no 
Sweeping motions, even 
though they do use muscles 
to keep themselves station- 
ary. 

Because sedentary workers 
do not activeie the circula- 
tion enough to prompt an 
adequate intake of oxygen, 
there is discorafort; and the 
impulse to stretch end move 
about increases. l’atigue is 
usually defined as a state 
of increased discomfort and 
and decreased efficiency re- 
sulting from prolonged or ex- 
cessive exertion. A person 
feels fatigue when his act- 
ivity is restricted to less 
than would be expected from 
his general mental and phy- 
sical equipment. 

A fatigued animal follows 
the prompting of nature and 
rests. Man sets up artificial 
standards of his daily habits 
of eating, working, resting 
and living in general. Loss 
of sleep, extreme and long- 
continued physical exertion, 
poor environment, and in- 
adequate diet tend to pro- 
duce fatigue in otherwise 
healthy individuals. 

There is normal fatigue, 
chronic fatigue, and nervous 
fatigue. Nervious fatigue is 
frequently over-fatigue in 
persons with limited endur- 
ance who overdo themselves. 
Fatigue is normal in daily 
living, and at day’s end we 
don’t mind being pleasantly 
tired. 

Adnormal fatigue is as 


harmful as normal fatigue 
is beneficial. Work while
